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Claim 53 (Previously Presented): The work holder according to claim 52 wherein said 
body is generally cylindrical. 

Claim 54 (Previously Presented): The work holder according to claim 52 including means 
for preventing entanglement of the turns with those of another work holder in that said intermediate 
portion of said body includes a small diameter coiled spring wound around turns of said body. 

Claim 55 (Previously Presented): The work holder according to claim 52 including means 
for preventing entanglement of the turns with those of another work holder in that said intermediate 
portion of said body, adjacent each opposite end thereof is defined by a plurality of turns of wire 
having substantially no clearance therebetween. 

Claim 56 (Previously Presented): The work holder according to claim 52 wherein said end 
portion of said body is closed by a spiral winding which includes more closely wound turns in a 
cental region of the end portion. 

Claim 57 (Previously Presented): The work holder according to claim 52 wherein said 
body is formed of stainless steel wire. 
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
